Palmer Agrees to 
Proposed Chicago 
Board Rules 


Program for Acquisition 
Cost Control in Cook 
County Advanced 


The Chicago Board this week has re- 
leased a statement, giving partial infor- 
mation about the terms of the agree- 
ment governing acquisition cost on fire 
business in Chicago and Cook county 
that has been reached by the directors 
of the Chicago Board and Insurance 
Director Palmer of Illinois. More com- 
plete details, the board states, will be 
announced next week. 

The new rules were submitted by 
a special committee of five company 
men and five agency members of the 
Chicago Board to the directors of the 
board at a luncheon meeting at the 
Union League Club in Chicago last Fri- 
day. The directors approved the report 
and that afternoon there was a confer- 
ence with Mr. Palmer. He gave tenta- 
tive approval and indicated that he 
would give final approval when the 
rules are formally submitted to him. 

A special meeting of the Chicago 
Board will probably be called within the 
next several weeks to hear a discussion 
of the proposal. It may be that there 
will be another meeting after that to 
take final action. 


Not Ready for Annual Meeting 


It is understood that the proposal will 
not be submitted at the regular annual 
meeting Jan. 26. 

According to the Chicago Board, 
March 1 has been suggested as the 
proper effective date for the new regula- 
tions. It is proposed that the new 
acquisition cost setup will be under the 
joint supervision of the insurance de- 
partment and the Chicago Board. 

“Under that joint supervision,” the 
Chicago Board’s statement declares, 
“the limitations for commission, broker- 
age and all other allowances will be 
strictly enforced upon all companies and 
persons including those not members of 
the board. All alike are subject to the 
insurance code and the rules and regu- 
lations of the Chicago Board as a 
licensed rating organization when such 
regulations are approved by the insur- 
ance department.” 


Maximum Commissions 


The Chicago Board’s statement de- 
clares that the new rules provide for 
maximum allowance for commission or 
brokerage to all resident agents and 
brokers of 15 percent on ordinary busi- 
ness and 20 percent on preferred. This 
would replace the present scale of 15, 
20 and 25 percent. Expense allowances 
in addition to that scale are provided 
as follows: “Non-supervising policy 
writing agents (suburban agents) 5 per-

The report of the retiring chairman 
of the executive committee, J. R. Ryan 
of Albany, was read by Secretary Law- 
rence Daw, due to Mr. Ryan’s sudden 
return to Albany last night following a 
severe attack of illness. 

As. a preface to his report, Secretary 
Daw referred to the condition of Jas. 
3rown of Albany, who is associated with 
the New York Fire Insurance Rating 
office in that city. For some time he has 
been laid up, having suffered paralysis 
of an arm and leg.

Reviews Major Happenings 


Mr. Daw summarized the major hap- 
penings during the past year in the Rat- 
ing Organization. He referred to the 
drastic reduction in Class D all-year 
dwelling rates in second and third class 
counties, and the great disfavor shown 
by agents over the rule of extending ex- 
isting policies to use up the return pre- 
mium. He spoke about the reduction on 
private barns and garages, the return to 
former practices on poultry rates and 
rules, and the marked reduction in rates 
on unprotected fire-resistive mercantiles 
and fire-resistive motion picture ex- 
changes. 

The report commented on the change 
from book to card tariff systems, effect- 
ive in many counties, and hailed with 
great favor by agents. The new form 
of builders risk was mentioned; also an 
improved form of use and occupancy 
with coverage based on net sales less 
cost of merchandise, with other improved 
features. Reference was made to a pro- 
test by the New York State Associa- 
tion of Local Agents against further use 
of the extension of policy rule. 


Detail of Stamping Offices 


The report points out that the num- 
ber of daily reports that have cleared 
the Albany, Rochester and Syracuse 
stamping offices during the past year 
dropped from 880,077 in 1937 to 868,202 
last year, the decrease being larger in

Wisconsin Supreme 
Court Gets Fine Arts 
Case Arguments 


Oral arguments were conducted in 
Madison Wednesday before the Wiscon- 
sin supreme court in connection with the 
appeal taken by Northwestern National 
of Milwaukee from a decision of the 
lower court in the important and well 
publicized case involving the power of 
the state to regulate inland marine in- 
surance. Briefs had been filed by North- 
western National and by the Wisconsin 
insurance department and Wisconsin 
rating bureau. 

The specific issue surrounds a fine 
arts policy issued by Northwestern Na- 
tional covering the contents of the Lay- 
ton Art Gallery of Milwaukee by North- 
western National. Commissioner Mort- 
ensen contends that this policy that was 
written at a rate less than the fire con- 
tents rate constituted an evasion of the 
fire insurance rating law and that the 
fine arts policy is not in its essence a 
marine contract, because it does not 
cover while in transit. This is an im- 
portant issue and the final decision may 
have an important bearing on the future 
supervision of inland marine in other 
states. 

In the brief submitted in behalf of 
Northwestern National an attempt is 
made to prove that the fine arts policy 
of the Layton Art Gallery does, as a 
matter of fact, contain the element of 
transportation. Ordinarily it provides 
that there is no coverage while in tran- 
sit but it does provide for covering the 
transportation hazard upon notice being 
given and an extra premium paid. 
Conditions Precedent 

Attorneys for Northwestern National 
suggest the great bulk of insurance poli- 
cies contain conditions precedent and it 
has never been said that a condition 





Agents to Consider 
Important Issues 


Executive Committee of 
National Association Meets 
in New York 


NEW YORK—When the new execu- 
tive committee of the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents holds its first 
general session here next Monday, a 
number of important matters will be 
considered.

Windup of MLU Is 
Hastened by 
Court Decree 


Judge Resolves Compli- 
cated Problems of 
Reciprocal’s Receivership: 


KANSAS CITY—Loss claims were 
given priority in the liquidation of 
Manufacturing Lumbermen’s Under- 
writers assets by Circuit Judge Southern 
here. After expenses of closing the 
business and disposing of the assets of 
the defunct reciprocal, being liquidated 
by the department, and after taxes are 
paid, claims for losses under insurance 
and reinsurance contracts constitute 
prior claims, Judge Southern ruled in 


his decree. This includes losses on gen- 
eral business as well as those on par- 
ticipating business. 

“Each claim of this class shall be 
paid as soon as finally determined,” the 
court ruled. No interest will be paid 
on this or other claims. 

Judge Southern relegated to fourth 
and final classification all other debts 
and claims allowed against the MLU es- 


tate by commissioners, This includes. 
claims for “dead” accounts, returm 
premiums on general business, return 


premiums on participating subscribers” 
policies, surplus accounts of participat- 
ing subscribers as of Oct. 31, 1936, or 
of the last balance on the surplus ac- 
counts if made prior to that date. 


Return Premium Liability 


“In determining the amount of return 
premiums due to general business claim- 
ants directly insured, the quantum of 
the return premiums should be fixed 
upon the basis employed in figuring 
such return premiums by the superin- 
tendent of insurance,” said the court. 

Judge Southern ruled that MLU’s 
writing of general business from 1933 
to 1936 injured participating subscrib- 
ers, through the charging of their ac- 
counts with the bad experience of the 
general business and reinsurance, more 
than $150,000. So it ordered that 
amount, $150,000, restored to the sur- 
plus accounts of participating subscrib- 
ers “who have filed claims.” 


Surplus Accounts Enhanced 


“The proportion of $150,000 which the 
net written premium of the individual 
claimants who are participating sub- 
scribers, for the period between May 1, 
1933, and April 1, 1937 bears to the to- 
tal net written premiums of participat- 
ing subscribers who have filed claims 
for the period between May 1, 1933, and 
April 1, 1937, should be added to the 
surplus account of each participating 
subscriber who has filed a claim with 
the commissioners. 

“The court finds that the general 
business was in force and the reinsur- 
ance was accepted between May 1, 1933, 
and April 1, 1937, and for that reason 
those dates should be adopted in the 
apportionment of the $150,000 by which 
the surplus accounts of the participat- 
ing subscribers who have filed claims 
should be replenished. 


Several Petitions Dismissed 


Intervening petitions of subscribers, 
“former subscribers,” Pearl Assurance, 
Walgreen, and others were dismissed. 
Walgreen claimed water damage from 
the Ohio River flood, the company con- 
tends it is flood damage, and therefore 
limited to $5,000 in any one case. There 
is no iimit on water damage. With the 
dismissal of Walgreen’s intervenor, this

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Pro Rata Reduction 
Rule Is Now in 
Western States 


Eastern Practice Extended 
—May Affect Merchandise 
& Fixture Form 


The Illinois and Kentucky rule books 
were amended this week to permit pro 
rata reduction of insurance on merchan- 


dise or stocks, up to 50 percent of the 


amount of insurance. This means that 
seven middle western states now have 
this rule, which has been common in 


the east for several years and which was 
put in force in most Pacific Coast states 


some time ago. The other middle west- 
ern states are Missouri, Indiana, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and Michigan. A _ similar 


rule will probably be put in force in 
other states in Western Underwriters 
\ssociation territory as the rule books 
are reprinted. 

The rule applies to merchandise and 
raw stock, stock in process and finished 
stock, excluding crude petroleum and 
its products in refineries, field storage 
tanks or terminal stations, grain in ter- 
minal elevators or tanks, automobiles, 
property in transit and property at fairs 
or expositions. Reductions up to 50 per- 
cent are permitted if the merchandise or 
stock is covered separately or is covered 
only with furniture and fixtures. If the 
stock or merchandise is covered blanket 
with any other property, such as under 
a blanket form covering both buildings 
and contents, or under a blanket con- 
tents form, with ineligible contents in- 
cluded, not more than 25 percent of the 
insurance may be reduced pro rata. Use 
and occupancy and profits insurance 
may also be reduced pro rata up to 25 
percent of the amount of insurance. 


Merchandise & Fixture Form 


The reduction up to the permissible 
amount need not be made all at once, 
but pro rata credit is given only for 
reductions up to 50 percent or 25 per- 
cent of the maximum amount which 
applied at any time under the policy in 


question. If insurance is reduced by 
more than the allowable percentage, 


cancellation of the 
be at short rate. 

It is believed by some observers that 
this rule may reduce the amount of 
insurance written under the merchan- 
dise and fixture form. In the majority 
of cases, an assured in the middle west 
with fluctuating stocks and with only 
one location could in the past avoid 
short rate penalties only by carrying the 
merchandise and fixture form or by 
carrying insurance equal to his peak 
values. The latter naturally involved 
paying for more insurance than he 
needed at certain times of the year. 
Many agents and assured have regarded 
the merchandise and fixture form as 
cumbersome, with its requirement of 
endorsing the policy on or before the 
20th of each month to show changes in 
values as of the end of the second pre- 
ceding month, less specific insurance. 
It would not be unexpected if many as- 
sured such as stores, with not more 
than 50 percent fluctuation in values 
throughout the year, went back to carry- 
ing ordinary stock and fixtures insur- 
ance, taking advantage of the pro rata 
reduction rule to adjust values after 
Christmas, Easter and other peak sea- 
sons,

Preident Sullivan’s annual _ report 
showed membership 72, a new company, 
the Paul Revere Fire, signing the agree- 
ment during the year, and five new un- 
derwriters admitted; Peoples National 
of the Baltimore American, Cincinnati 
Underwriters of the Eureka Security, 
Cambridge Mutual, Abington Mutual 
and Pacific Mutual.

President Sullivan Reports 


President Sullivan stated the board 
in future would continue to be associ- 
ated with rating matters, as the advis- 
ory committee in conjunction with the 
rates, rules and appeals committee for 
the board of governors of the New 
England Fire Insurance Rating Asso- 
ciation will continue to represent in- 
terests of the public and members as in 
the past. 

The new rating organization had 
agreed to take care of the 27 employes 
of the board, and P. E. Nute would be 
assistant manager of the Boston divi- 
sion; J. S. Caldwell, enforcing officer 
of the board, and James Davis, secre- 
tary, with Miss Grace G. Glines and 
L. E. Tracey continuing as employes. 

Referring to effect of the supplemen- 
tal agreeemnts with the New England 


Rating Association, Mr. Sullivan said 
that the New England association 
signed supplemental agreements that 


will be helpful in future activities and 
materially assist in proper conduct of 
our business. Among those is inclusion 
of the 27 cities and towns in the so- 
called “metropolitan ditrict” within 
jurisdiction of the Board. 

Duties of the enforcing officers shall 
be extended to include enforcement and 
imposition of penalties for violations of 
board rules by any companies signa- 
tory thereto, subject to approval by the 
appeals committee of the New England 
association. Another agreement related 
to the brokers of record rule as it af- 
fects application for rates and to the 
granting of the same rating and other 
privileges in the Boston division to 
Boston Board members and companies 
as is granted to any other organization, 
Mr. Sullivan said. 


Shows Number of Fires Less 


P. E. Nute, assistant manager, re- 
ported number of fires in 1937 was 
greatly reduced yet average loss per fire 
in losses of $15,000 or less slightly 

reater than the previous year. How- 
ever, total number of large loss fires 
in 1937 showed decrease and the aver- 
age loss per fire in this group also was 
considerably smaller, so the year as a 
whole exhibited a ddop of approximately 
26 percent in total amount of loss.

Congress Has Bill Governing 
Service of Process 
W: ASHINGTON—Legislation to re- 


quire insurance companies to designate 
agents for service of process in all states 
in which they do business, will be 
pressed during the current session of 
Congress, it is announced by Represen- 
tative L. A. Johnson of Texas, who in- 
troduced the bill in the House. 

The measure would prohibit insurance 
companies from issuing policies to any 
person unless the contract consents to 
the jurisdiction of the courts of the state 
of the policyholder’s residence, of his 
principal place of business, or in which 
property which is the subject matter of 
the insurance is located, and has an 
agent in such state upon whom service 
of process may be had in any proceed- 
ing. 

Violation of the act would be punish- 
able as a misdemeanor by a fine of net 
less than $500 or more than $5,000. 


Governor Cites Gains in Illinois 

The Message of Gov. Horner of Illi- 
nois to the Illinois assembly stated that 
fire insurance rate regulation in Illinois 
has produced during the past year sav- 
ings of $1,500,000 to policyholders. The 
message was read by Acting Governor 
Stelle in behalf of Horner, who is ill 
in Florida. The division of fire pre- 
vention, according to the message, has 
taken great steps toward reduction of 
fires. Efforts have been made to stand- 
ardize fire equipment. The division 
completed about 20,000 inspections since 
Jan. 1, 1937. The department has 
maintained constant surveillance over 
the 1150 insurance companies operating 
in Illinois.

At no time 
has there been any intention as far as 
we are concerned of expecting the a 
countant to make a detailed insurance 
survey. It would be altogether un- 
reasonable to expect him to be quali- 
fied to make such a survey. A thor- 
ough knowledge of accountancy and tax 
procedure represents a full sized job for 
any men. He cannot become an insur- 
ance expert on the side, as it were. 


No Standing Procedure 


“There can be no doubt, of course, 
that insurance may vitally affect a finan- 
cial picture of a business. Fdankly, 
our view, the importance of this has not 
always received its full recognition. Ac- 
countants usually do say something 
about insurance, but there is really no 
standardized or officially recommended 
procedure. 

“Some time ago at the instance of the 
New York Credit Men’s Association 
discussions of thiss ubject were begun. 
A joint committee was appointed. The 
objective was to define the proper func- 
tion of the C.P.A. in respect to insur- 
ance and to try to work out a uniform 
procedure with regard to what should 








and should not be included in the ac- 
counting statement which the C.P.A. 
Siciety could recommend to its mem- 


bers. We believe strongly that this is 
necessary in justice to the accountant 
as well as to the other parties involvd 
When you officially limit and clarify re- 
sponsibility, no one has an excuse for 
not knowing where he stands 


Check of Insurance Needed 


“In our view of the functions of the 
C.P.A. in thec ase of a full audit might 
well include the checking of fire insur- 
ance policies against inventory and the 
stating of the results of that check on 
the statement, making it perfectly clear. 
however. that all that had been checked 
was the amount of the policies and 
they were actually in force. It is con- 
ceivable that if such procedure had been 
followed in the McKesson & Robbins 
case, the non-existence of certain in- 
ventories listed might have been dis- 
covered much sooner than it was. It 
should be remembered that such a check 
of fire insurance in force represents to 
some extent a rough and ready test of 
inventory values. Insurance of non- 
existent values is, of course, possible,

Former lowa Field 
Man Taken by Death 


Services for Edward S. Phelps, 80, 
Burlington insurance man and dean of 
Iowa field men, who died on Jan. 7, 
were held on Monday afternoon at 
Christ Episcopal Churclr at Burlington. 
Born in Burlington, Mr. Phelps was 
founder and manager of one of the old- 
est agencies in this section. He re- 
mained active in the insurance business

until 1928 when he was named presi- 
dent of the Iowa State Trust & Savings 
Bank of Burlington. 

Mr. Phelps was a local agent for 
many years and was Iowa state agent 
for the North America, later being an 
adjuster for the same company. He was 
associated with numerous business con- 
cerns in Burlington and helped to or- 
ganize the Burlington Community 
Chest and to found the Boy Scout move- 
ment in Burlington. 

An ardent sportsman, Mr. Phelps was 
a founder of the Burlington Boating 
Association. He is survived by his 
wife, one son and two daughters. 

He was a former president of the 
Fire Underwriters Association of the 
Northwest and last year he headed the 
Life Members Society. 


Entered Insurance in 1883 


Mr. Phelps was clerk and deputy 
U. S. internal revenue collector in Bur- 
lington 1874 to 1883. Then he entered in- 
surance. He served as adjuster of the old 
German of Freeport, was Iowa state 
agent of the New York Underwriters, 
then the Phoenix of Hartford, going 
with the North America in 1904 and re- 
tiring in 1929. He was a past most loyal 
gander of the lowa Blue Goose. He 
served as president of the Citizens 
Water Company since 1921, was presi- 
dent of the Burlington Hotel Company, 
president of the Burlington Button 
Company, vice-president of the Burling- 
ton Casket Company, and vice-president 
of the Burlington Rotary Club. 

His son, Charles H. Phelps, was as- 
sociated with him in the Phelps Agency 
which was established in 1883. Attend- 
ing the funeral were W. H. Riker, west- 
ern manager North America; W. J. Tip- 
pery, assistant western manager Aetna 
Fire, and George W. Owens, executive 
special agent New York Underwriters. 
There was a large body of field men and 
local agents in attendance. 

Mr. Phelps had been ill for many 
months. He was in the hospital in Bur- 
lington, later at Mayo Clinic at Roches- 
ter, Minn., and then was taken home. 
He was not able to attend the Life 
Members Society annual meeting in 
Chicago last October on account of ill- 
ness, although he was president.

of mutual windstorm insurers declared 
that stock agencies that desire to rep- 
resent Home Mutual are seldom accom- 
modated; Home Mutual, he said, has 
found that such agencies usually write 
as mutual lines only those risks that are 
undesirable “or upon whom they could 
not perpetrate stock propaganda.” 

“Sometimes,” Mr. Jesse declared, 
“these stock agencies seek to represent 
a mutual just to keep some other worthy 
man from being appointed.” Home 
Mutual seldom appoints as agent any- 
one who writes for a competing com- 
pany, he said. The management main- 
tains intimate contact with its agents 
through agency contests, picnics, district 
meetings and personal calls. 


Study Interstate Reinsurance 


Harry P. Cooper, Jr., of Indianapolis, 
secretary National Association of Mu- 
tual Insurance Companies, brought out 
a number of interesting points. He 
said the National association is working 
on a plan to permit reinsurance for mu- 
tual farm companies across state lines. 
At present, he said, state boundaries 
interfere with reinsurance facilities. 
There seems to be no good reason why 
these companies should be hampered in 
helping one another because of state 
lines, he declared. 

Mr. Cooper referred to the fact that 
the National association at its last 
meeting approved development of a 
modernized farm mutual law. Some 
states, he said, will decide to adopt 
parts of that law which they need. Other 
states may want to adopt the whole bill. 





defensive attitude in regard to legisla- 
tion, he declared. Now it is time for 
them to have a law of their own. 


Affected By New Deal Acts 


Many new deal acts at first indirectly 
affected and now directly affect mutual 
insurance companies and necessitate that 
something be done, according to Mr. 
Cooper. He referred to the fact that 
the Bankhead-Jones farm tenant act re- 
quires more items of insurance than 
most of the farm mutuals can provide. 
It requires the coverages contained in 
the extended coverage endorsement and 
in four of the western states earthquake 
as well. Very few of the mutuals can 
now write such coverages, he said. Ac- 
cordingly, many of the farms that were 
originally insured in farm: mutuals and 
which are now being purchased by a 
tenant under the Bankhead-Jones act 
are being insured elsewhere. 

Another objectionable feature is the 
requirement that if the property burns, 
the insurance company must replace it. 
No cash payment may be made. 

The government’s requirement as to 
insurance on sealed corn, he argued, i 
unfair. The government requires that 
the insurance company pay 57 cents a 
bushel instead of replacing the corn. At 
present the insurer could save 10 to 
15 cents a bushel if it were permitted 
to make replacement. Committees have 
been appointed by the National associa- 
tion, he declared, to see what can be 
done toward helping the farm mutuals 
with these problems. 


Mecherle Gives Report

Lehman Asks N. Y. 
Legislature to Refer Subject 
to Commission 


ALBANY—Governor Lehman, in his 
message to the New York legislature, 
referred to the fact that a constitutional 
amendment has been adopted permitting 
the enactment of legislation for state 
health insurance. He recommended that 
the legislature appoint a commission in- 
cluding medical men as well as legisla- 
tors, to make a thorough study of all 
aspects of the warned 
against immediately launching 
program that will involve very large 
expenditure. The great interest that the 
medical profession has in the subject 
should be recognized, he said. 

Republican legislative leaders have 
also expressed the opinion that further 
and careful study should be given to the 
subject before any legislation is enacted. 
Accordingly, it seems safe to assume 
that no health insurance measure will 
be enacted in the 1939 session of the 
legislature. 

Citizens and public officials, the gov- 
ernor stated, are beginning to realize 
the great social responsibility to those 
who receive little or no medical care. 
There has been a rapid expansion of 
governmental health and medical care 
services, he declared. There has been 
a large increase in the number of vol- 
untary health insurance corporations. 
In New York, there is special legislative 
provision for the conduct of such or- 
ganizations. Seven cities in the state 
have adopted such a plan. The New 
York City plan covers 395,000 persons. 
Some claim that even these voluntary 
non-profit plans are beyond the reach 
of the low income group. 

There is a growing demand, the gov- 
ernor said, for a compulsory health in- 
surance plan administered by govern- 
ment on a basis similar to unemploy- 
ment insurance. Such plans have ex- 
isted in most European countries for 
several decades, he pointed out. There 
is wide disagreement as to which of the 
various methods would best solve pres- 
ent problems. Some groups believe in 
tax-supported care for the _ indigent, 
plus voluntary health insurance for the 
higher income groups. 

Insurance men point out that just 
such a commission as the governor ad- 
vocates was named last year, and held a 
series of public hearings in different 
parts of the state; the most recent in 
this city about the middle of December. 
The Commission as named early in 1938, 
was composed of four state senators; 
five members of the assembly and a rep- 
resentative each of industry, labor, the 
medical profession and the general pub- 
lic. So far as could be learned the com- 
mission has not yet submitted a report.

Revisions Made in 
Liability Manual 


Numerous Changes in 
Manufacturers-Contractors 
and O. L. & T. Section 


A number of changes in the manufac- 
turers and contractors and owners, 
landlords and tenants section of the 
public liability manual have been issued 
by the National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters. In the latter sec- 
tion, five supplementary pages have 
been issued, giving rates for a number 
of additional classifications. This sec- 
tion also includes some classifications 
previously listed in the manual, but 
which had to be submitted for rating 
and for which a rate has now been 
published. The bureau announces that 
in the future it will reprint the entire 
O. L. & T. classification section, incor- 
porating the material on the supple- 
mentary pages. 

In the manufacturers and contractors 
section, eight new classifications have 
been created for contractors’ equipment 
lent or rented to others, taking this 
coverage out of the owners, landlords 
and tenants section. Different classi- 
fications are shown where the equip- 
ment is rented with and without oper- 
ators and special treatment is given to 
compressors and jack hammers, crane 
hoists and power shovels, hod and ma- 
terial hoists and scaffolds. Rates for 
these classifications are based upon each 
$100 of receipts, while a new rule spe- 
cifically provides that payroll classifica- 
tions shall not apply to the operation of 
contractors’ equipment rented to others. 

The rule for retail gasoline and oil 
stations has been changed to permit 
owners or general lessees of the prem- 
ises On which the stations are located 
to be included, as additional assured on 
policies covering the operators of the 
stations, for an additional premium of 
25 percent. Previously separate cover- 
age on the owner’s or general lessee’s 
interest has been necessary. 

The classifications of window clean- 
ing and operation of buildings by con- 
tractors have been broadened to include 
coverage for accidents occurring after 
the policy period and after the assured 
or his employes have left the premises 
where the work was done. The classi- 
fication of operation of buildings by 


contractors has been changed to ex- 
clude specifically owners, general 
lessees and managing agents and to 


exclude specifically the maintenance and 
operation of elevators. 
The classifications

been revised to exclude specifically lia- 


bility to passengers, covered for an 
express or implied consideration, and 
the existence, maintenance or use of 


docks, piers or wharves owned or leased 
by the assured. A footnote to each 
classification now indicates that cover- 
age for docks, piers or wharves may be 
secured under the rules of the owners, 
landlords and tenants section. The 
passenger hazard may be covered under 
the rules of the owners, landlords or 
tenants section in connection with fer- 
ries and steaming or fishing vessels. In 
connection with other classifications of 
vessels, it must be submitted for rating. 





Agree on Statement 
Covering Place of 
Lay Adjusters 


Conference Committee 
Formulates Stand at 
Meeting in Chicago 


Settlement of the long drawn out and 
much publicized controversy as to the 
relative place of the lay adjuster and the 
lawyer in insurance claim work appears 
in sight. The conference committee on 
adjusters, representing the American 
Bar Association and five insurance or- 
ganizations, met in Chicago this week 
and agreed upon a statement defining 
the sphere of action of lay adjusters and 
company employes. This statement now 
goes to the organizations involved and 
it is expected that it will be approved. 

In general, the statement recognizes 
the right of companies to discuss and 
settle claims made by assured or bene- 
ficiaries directly against the company. 
In case of liability claims against as- 
sured, the agreement recognizes the 
right of companies to discuss with 
assured or claimants the merits of the 
claims and settle them and to investi- 
gate, interview witnesses, appraise dam- 
ages, etc., but not to advise the claimant 
as to his legal rights. 

After a preamble regarding fair and 
just treatment of claimants, the state- 
ment reads as follows: 


Claims Are Classified 


1. Claims under insurance policies, for 
the purpose of this statement, are di- 
vided into two classes: 

First—A claim in contract by a pol- 
icvholder or beneficiary directly against 
the insurance company which issued the 
contract. 

Second—A claim of a third person in 
tort against the holder of a policy of 
liability insurance. 

2. In the first class the claimant and 
the insurance company each has the 
right to discuss the merit of the claim 
with the other, and to settle it. 

3. In the second class, under a policy 
by which the company insures the lia- 
bility of the policyholder, it is recog- 
nized that the company has a direct 
financial interest in the claim presented 
against the policyholder, and in a suit 
in which the name of the company may 
not appear as a party litigant, but which 
the company is obliged to defend in 
the name of the policyholder. There- 
fore, the company has a right, 

(a) To discuss with the policyholder 
or the claimant the merit of the claim, 
and to settle it. 

(b) To investigate the facts, interview 
witnesses, appraise damages, consider 
and determine the liability of the insur- 
ance company and its policyholder in 
the factual circumstances.

The bureau recommends 
a policy for sickness only, providing 
for hospital room, $5 a day 

operation fees according 
to schedule ranging from $5 to $100, 
and incidental expenses such as oper- 
ating room, x-ray, etc., up to $25. There 
will be no specific number of days speci- 
fied as is the case in most of the hos- 
pitalization contracts that are now on 
the market. ; 

The companies, it is understood, will 
require that persons buying hospitali- 
zation insurance carry personal accident 
policies in the same company as well. 
[he insurance will be issued only to 
individuals and will not provide cover- 
age for members of the family. The 
rates will be: for men ages 18-49, 
20; ages 50-59, $27.50. Each $100 addi- 
tional coverage will cost $2 and $2.50. 

For women the rate will be $25 and 
$34.50 and $2 and $2.50 excluding preg- 
nancy, childbirth and miscarriage and 
diseases of the generative organs. 
Broader coverage may be purchased at 
a higher rate.

order to avoid the use of any rider. We 
have made no attempt to solve this 
problem other than to indicate in our 
rate structure the cost of weekly in- 
demnity for policies which require 
house-confinement and for those which 
do not require house-confinement. 

“We do not know whether it is pos- 
sible to compete with the hospital asso- 
ciations. We do not know whether such 
contracts will have a popular appeal, 
particularly where the hospital associa- 
tions are most active. It is hoped, there- 
fore, that the number of policies sub- 
mitted may be reduced to a minimum, 
and that there will be no attempt to 
multiply the policy forms by the intro- 
duction of minor and_— unimportant 
-hanges or modifications.’

Proposed Arkansas Measure 

LITTLE ROCK. ARK.—Only agri- 
cultural workers and state, county and 
municipal employes would be exempt 
from provisions of a proposed work- 
men’s compensation law drafted by the 
recently organized farm-labor council. 

Council Chairman Jackson and Roy 
Prewitt, attorney for labor interests, 
said the draft had endorsement of farm 
and labor agencies representing 25,000 
members. Under the proposal a state 
insurance fund would be established to 
pay benefits. Compensation would be 
administered by a commission of five 
members to be appointed by the gov- 
ernor.

Treat Safe Driver Refunds 
Merely as Return Premium 


Most of the bureau casualty compa- 
nies that are using the safe driver re- 
ward plan apparently will treat the re- 
funds that are paid to assured with an 
accident free record just as they treat 
any other kind of return premium. At 
least some of the companies have de- 
cided to consider the refund merely as 
any Other kind of return premium and 
it may be that this will be the uniform 
practice. If that is done, it will not be 
necessary to put up any kind of a re- 
serve to take care of the refund any 
more than is done to take care of re- 
turn premiums of other kinds. 


Demand for Auto Rate Cuts 
Is Being Heard Today 


PITTSBURGH—A suggestion by 
Public Safety Director Fairley that a 
reduction in automobile insurance rates 
be requested on the basis of the city’s 
safety records, brought out that statistics 
of the National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters indicated that a 
15 percent increase in rates in Pennsyl- 
vania was called for. 

Kalph Alexander, secretary Pittsburgh 
Association of Insurance Agents, said 
that in view of the safety record in the 
state, it is possible that the rate in* 
crease might be foregone. The figures 
for the state showed a decrease in traffic 
deaths of 34.2 percent for the first 11 
months of 1938, a 20 percent decrease in 
injuries, and a 17 percent decrease in all 
accidents, this in spite of the fact that 
arrests for motor code violations also 
decreased 34.2 percent. 


ALABAMANS LOOK FOR DECREASE 


BIRMINGHAM, ALA.—A substan- 
tial reduction in auto liability rates in 
the Birmingham area may follow the 
100 percent decline in 1938 motor acci- 
dents here, 


Outgoing Mich. Governor 
Gives Insurance Suggestions 


Frank Murphy, the outgoing gover- 
nor of Michigan, who has just been ap- 
pointed United States attorney general, 
left some recommendations regarding 
insurance in Michigan. 

Murphy recommended that additional 
personnel be provided in the insurance 
department “to make necessary exam- 
inations of companies domiciled in other 
states where supervision is not ade- 
quate.” 

He advocated thorough revision of the 
insurance code such as was accom- 
plished in Illinois and is being under- 
taken in New York. 

He advised an amendment to the 
occupational disease law so as to include 
all diseases growing out of employment.

“Planning for Profit” was the sub- 
ject discussed at the first session Tues- 
day at which time the value of the 
Aetna Casualty plan was stressed. A 
sales clinic was held in the evening. On 
Wednesday, lines featured in the recent 
fall campaign (burglary, liability, water 
damage, combination residence, plate 
glass and sprinkler leakage) were con- 
sidered. Other sessions featured the fol- 
lowing topics: The production value of 
Aetna Casualty engineering and re- 
search service, equity rating plans, acci- 
dent and health insurance, sales train- 
ing of agents and advertising and pro- 
motion program.

Workmen’s Compensation Service 


Speaking “as a representative of one 
branch of the medical  profession’s 
largest single customer, the compensa- 
tion insurance companies,” he asserted: 

“The medical profession can be right- 
fully proud of the service which the in- 
jured workman receives under the com- 
pensation acts. A survey, made a few 
months ago, disclosed that competent, 
conscientious doctors, of experience and 
ability, were doing industrial work from 
coast to coast. With the exception of a 
few rural areas, where the volume of in- 
dustrial practice was not sufficient to 
provide experience and justify special 
study, insurance companies reported 
that they were well satisfied with the 
service rendered. It is an interesting 
sidelight that the bulk of this service 
has been and will be rendered by gen- 
eral practitioners, with the industrial 
specialist confined to the metropolitan 
areas. 


Lack of Facilities Pointed Out 


‘But comparatively little attention is 
given to the problems of industrial medi- 
cine and surgery in our leading medical 
schools. The limitations of the curricu- 
lum imposed by lack of time for any- 
thing but the fundamentals of medicine 
make it impossible to expect much in 
undergraduate classes, but the almost 
complete lack of post-graduate instruc- 
tion is deplorable. The medical student 
who wishes to equip himself for meeting 
the problems of industrial hygiene finds 
that there are only a few places where 
he can secure adequate instruction with 
reference to the diagnosis, treatment, 
and preventive procedures of the com- 
mon occupational diseases, Where re- 
search is changing once established 
ideas from year to year, as has been 
true with silicosis, the schools have not 
always kept pace, and young doctors 
have been handicapped by their educa- 
tion. 

‘\ harder problem is afforded by the 
necessity of providing facilities for keep- 
ing the practicing physician in_ touch 
with new developments in the field of 
industrial medicine. Too often, or so it 
seems to us from the sidelines, the large 
place of industrial practice in the medi- 
cal picture, is not realized when arrang- 
ing programs and clinics.” 

Typical of the problems which con- 
ference and cooperation should be called 
upon to solve, Mr. Kelly asserted, are 
the questions of choice of physicians, 
and of the correctness of the insurance 
company contention that rigid medical 
fee schedules tend to penalize the more 
capable practitioner. 
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Texas Agents Hold 
Lively Session 


Map Legislation and Hear 
Casualty Messages at Dal- 
las Rally 


DALLAS—tTexas casualty and surety 
agents added richly to their store of 
practical selling material at the casualty 
and surety sales conference of the Texas 
Association of Insurance Agents here. 
A procession of talented speakers— 
company men and agents—pictured op- 
portunities awaiting agents for augment- 
ing their business and gave valuable 
sales pointers. 

3oiled down, the sales thought in all 
the talks was that more than ever 
agents must analyze prospects’ insur- 
ance needs and sell them the coverage 
that fits their needs, making clear to 
what extent and how they remain un- 
protected. 

3urglary, blanket bonds, public lia- 
bility, automobile and workmen’s com- 
pensation lines were discussed. This 
was the second annual meeting and es- 
tablished the conference, as a regular 
yearly feature of the Texas association’s 
program, Registration exceeded 150 
from all parts of the state as against 
116 last year. 


Confer on Legislation 


Prior to the conference the Texas as- 
sociation directors met with the legisla- 
tive committee to perfect machinery 
preliminary to opening of the Texas 
legislature Jan. 10. 

The association is sponsoring a bill to 
amend the agents’ licensing law to re- 
quire a written examination of appli- 
cants. Strengthening of the law is one 
of the major association objectives this 
year. 

The other is strengthening of laws 
governing formation and regulation of 
reciprocal exchanges and Lloyds. While 
the Texas association will not sponsor 
such legislation of its own, directors 
made plans to marshal support for 
measures expected to originate outside. 
The insurance board is expected to 
initiate legislation to regulate organiza- 
tion and operation of reciprocals and 
Lloyds on a par with stock companies, 
to prevent recurrence of such disastrous 
failures as those last year of the Cas- 
ualty Underwriters, Dallas, and Repub- 
lic Underwriters, Waco. 


To Oppose State Fund 


Directors decided to oppose a state 
workmen’s compensation fund bill such 
as suggested by Governor Allred to the 
legislature. 

Waco was selected for the 1939 an- 
nual meeting, tentative dates being May 
18-19. 

Report of the membership committee 
by Chairman Frank Gittinger, San An- 
tonio, showed the roster well ahead of 
last year. C. F. Dieter, San Antonio, 
legislative chairman, reported. 

Cases were reported in which sale 
of stock of the newly organized Para- 
movnt Fire has been made to mortgage 
bankers who are not insurance agents, 
contrary to the policy outlined early in 
organization of the company. 

The casualty-surety conference was 
opened by M. J. Miller, Fort Worth, 
chairman Texas association casualty and 
surety committee. J. W. Teagarden, 
Dallas manager United States Fidelity 
& Guaranty and chairman companies’ 
committee, extended greetings. 

While the retrospective experience 
rating plan for workmen’s compensation 
is expected to be of great assistance in 
enabling stock companies and _ their 
agents to get and keep more of the 
larger risks, he said, the small risks 
problem remains to be solved. He ex- 
pressed belief Texas agents can help. 

“We have not yet achieved in Texas 
a sound rate-making procedure for this 
class of business,” he said. “I am sure 
that all of you have been told over and 
over that small risks are unprofitable.

Gets Ready to Prepare “A” 
Ratings in Chicago Office 


Peter Malah, Chicago manager of the 
National Bureau of Casualty & Surety 
Underwriters, is at the New York head- 
quarters this week. He is getting famil- 
iarized with the bureau routine in handl- 
ing so-called A ratings for compensation 
and liability lines and so-called “refer 
to company” ratings in automobile. The 
bureau executive committee recently de- 
cided to give the Chicago office authority 
to conduct this work. A committee of 
the Illinois Association of Insurance 
Brokers had asked that this be done, in 
order to give the producers in the state 
quicker action. The Chicago bureau has 
not been granted authority to make 
equity ratings. 





U. S. F. & G. School Starts 


BALTIMORE—The winter session 
of the home office school of the U. S. 
F. & G. began with enrollment of 27 
students from a number of states. 








This is due mainly to two things: First, 
the loss ratio on small risks exceeds the 
average of all risks, and it is on the aver- 
age loss ratio that rates are based. 
Manual rates, therefore, even when they 
are as high as experience warrants, do 
not provide enough money to take care 
of losses on small risks. 

“Second, that part of rates which is 
designed to take care of expenses does 
not produce enough money to cover ex- 
penses of small risks. For example, the 
amount <included in rates for payroll 
audit expense is 2 percent. On a $50 
risk that produces only $1, which is of 
course insufficient. The same is true of 
the allowance for inspection and some 
other expenses. Companies therefore 
are confronted with the fact that rates 
made under the procedure followed in 
use the same care in writing automo- 
this state simply do not produce enough 
money to pay losses and expenses on 
small risks.” 

This situation has been met in a ma- 
jority of the states by use of loss and 
expense constants, sometimes called pol- 
icy fees, and larger minimum premiums, 
Mr. Teagarden explained. He said with- 
out use of such constants small risks will

Large Sum Paid by 


Insurance Offices 
During Last Year 


Companies Disbursed 
Over Three Billion Dollars 
to Policyholders 


HARTFORD—More $3,000, - 
000,000 was paid out by American in- 
surance companies to policyholders and 
beneficiaries during 1938. Such 
ments made by life, casualty and fire 
companies for the year totaled approxi- 
mately $3,110,000,000, according to B. D. 
Flynn, vice-president and actuary of the 
Travelers, 

The estimate discloses that for every 
dollar paid under policies insuring 
property, $4.80 was paid under policies 
insuring human beings. Compared with 
corresponding figures of 1937, these 
statistics indicate a return of prosperity 
and an increase in property values. 
During 1937 for every dollar paid under 
property policies, $5.40 was paid under 
personal forms. Before the depression 
10 years ago, when property values 
were extraordinarily high, for every dol- 
lar paid under property forms, only 
$2.80 was paid under personal policies.

New England Hurricane 


Although it was feared by many in- 
surance and financial experts that the 
New England hurricane would be a hard 
blow to insurance interests, the disaster 
seems to have had no great effect on the 
year’s insurance figures. The Travelers, 
which was probably affected more than 
any other company because it is the 
largest multiple-line insurance organiza- 
tion, paid less than $500,000 in claims 
attributable to the hurricane. The total, 
$460,511, is the largest reported by any 
of the hundreds of companies which suf- 
fered losses. Insurance trade journals 
assert that the total hurricane claims 
paid by all companies was between 
$11,000,000 and $15,000,000. The rea- 
son the total is not larger is that New 
England, compared with western ard 
southern states, owned comparatively 
little windstorm insurance when the 
storm struck. It is estimated that only 
5 percent of the property damaged by 
the hurricane was insured. 


Automobile Insurance Claims 


Although automobile accident fatali- 
ties decreased during the year, automo- 
bile insurance payments by all compa- 
nies totaled approximately $324,200,000. 
Of this sum, $144,800,000 was paid un- 
der fire, theft and storm policies, not 
pertaining to traffic accidents. The re- 
mainder, $179,400,000, was paid because 
of accidents involving death and injury 
to human beings and damage to prop- 
erty by motor vehicles. The correspond- 
ing figure for 1937 was $164,037,560. 
Thus, in spite of a 19 percent reduc- 
tion in automobile accidents, automobile 
insurance claims increased 9 percent. 
This increase in automobile liability and 
property damage claim payments may 
be attributed to higher damage judg- 
ments, greater severity of individual ac- 
cidents and other causes. 


Favor Monopolistic Fund in N. Y. 


ALBAN Y—Organized labor intends 
to introduce a bill in the New York 


legislature to establish a monopolistic 
workmen’s compensation fund in the 
state. This would not only prohibit 
stock and mutual companies from writ- 
ing compensation in New York but 
would prohibit self insurance. At pres- 
ent New York has a competitive state 
fund. 
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Producers Resist | 
Short Circuiting 


Oppose Writing Risks of 
Failed Bay State Insurers 
Without Commissions 


BOSTON—Agents and brokers of 
Massachusetts are in arms over the ac- 
tion of the commissioner and casualty 
companies in allocating some 45,000 car 
risks among bureau companies and dis- 
allowing any commissions or brokerage. 

The action was the result of closing 
Broad Street Mutual and Canton Mu- 
tual, which threw on to the market 
thousands of risks, largely regarded un- 
desirable. 


Harrington’s Action 


Commissioner Harrington after a con- 
ference of the companies, notified car 
owners formerly insured in the defunct 
companies they could get the compul- 
sory liability coverage by applying at 
the automobile rating bureau, which 
would assign the risks to member com- 
panies, 

The Massachusetts Association of In- 
surance Agents, Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Insurance Brokers and Boston 
Association of Casualty & Surety Gen- 
eral Agents filed letters of protest with 
Mr. Harrington, E. J. Schofield, chair- 
man casualty acquisition cost conference, 
and the special committee of seven which 
passed on the allocation plan, headed 
by President T. J. Falvey, president 
Massachusetts Bonding. 


Gist of “Producers” Protest 


The protest states the commissioner 
provides in his rate making for commis- 
sions to be paid, that service has been 
and is being given on the risks by the 
agents and brokers and they are en- 
titled to their commissions and broker- 
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age. The agents maintain they have an 
interest in the business equally as great 
as companies. 

The producers contend that there is 
likelihood most of the business which is 
profitable will never get back to agents, 
and that companies will continue the 
business on the _ books, eliminating 
agents and brokers entirely in years to 
come. 

The matter of the naming of perma- 
nent receivers for Canton Mutual Lia- 
bility and Broad Street Mutual came 
up before Supreme Court Judge Dolan. 
Decision was reserved as to Canton. In 
the case of Broad Street, Counsel Bar- 
tholomew Brickly, representing inter- 
ests which desire to reorganize and re- 
capitalize the company plead for a con- 
tinuance and, Commissioner Harrington 
not objecting, a postponement of two 
weeks was allowed. 

Company men in Boston state that 
the position of the company committee 
has been misunderstood by the pro- 
ducers. That committee, representing 
all types of carriers, worked out a plan 
for the emergency caused by the failure 
of the two companies at the urgent 
request of Commissioner Harrington. 
The company representatives point out 
that the commission to agents is being 
withheld only in connection with those 
risks that have to be assigned to a car- 
rier. Regular commissions will be paid 
on those risks of Broad Street and 
Canton that are voluntarily assumed by 
going companies. Company officials 
observe that withholding of commis- 
sions on assigned risks is an established 
custom throughout the country. 


Charbonnel Elected in Washington 
SEATTLE, WASH.-J. E. Charbon- 
nel, branch manager Fireman’s Fund 
Indemnity, was elected president of 
Underwriters Bureau of Washington; 
vice-president is Harold Piggott of 
General Casualty, and Mrs. J. B. Wil- 


berton, secretary was re-elected. 





Revised Draft May 
Now Be Promulgated 


New York Conference Was 
Held Over Illinois 
Department Questionnaire 


NEW YORK—H. A. Miller of the 
Illinois insurance department spent 
Monday here going over with E. J. 
Schofield, chairman of the casualty and 
surety acquisition cost conferences, to- 
gether with comptrollers and auditors of 
member companies, the questionnaire 
recently issued by Insurance Director 
Palmer. The purpose of the gathering 
was to learn exactly what was desired 
by the department, the underwriters be- 
ing uncertain as to certain of the ques- 
tions. 


May Get Out Revised Draft 


As to the outcome of the session, it 
is probable a revised questionnaire will 
be put forward by Director Palmer. 
While company representatives are per- 
fectly willing to furnish whatever infor- 
mation is sought by the Illinois depart- 
ment they appreciated that supplying it 
in the manner called for would require 
considerable delving into records for 
the years 1937 and 1938, and in break- 
ing down the data to conform to the 
inquiries of the director. Companies 
have been given until March 1 to sup- 
ply the information as to 1937 opera- 
tions and to April 1, for 1938 activities. 


Federation’s Annual Meeting 


The board of governors of the Fed- 
eration of Insurance Counsel announces 
that the annual meeting will be held at 
the Westchester Country Club, Rye,

WASHINGTON — Interest of the 
Associated Gas & Electric Company, As- 
sociated Gas & Electric Corporation and 
Associated Utilities Corporation in 
Dover Casualty of Wilmington, Del., is 
being explored by the Securities & Ex- 
change Commission, which on Jan. 9 
held a hearing to determine whether the 
relationship is such that the insurance 
company should be considered a subsid- 
iary of the utility companies. 

Counsel for Dover Casualty contended 
that it is not a subsidiary, and asked 
for an order to that effect. 

At the hearing, the commission sought 
evidence whether the relation between 
the three utility companies and the in- 
surance concern is such that there is 
likely to be an absence of “arm’s-length” 
bargaining in transactions between them, 
and whether the insurance company 
management and policies are subject to 
a controlling influence by any or all of 
the three utilities. 

It was brought out that should the 
relationship between the four companies, 
or between any of the utility companies 
and the casualty company, be of such 
character as to indicate that the latter 
was not absolutely independent, the 
commission would consider declaring the 
insurance company an affiliate or sub- 
sidiary.

But this is still a field where courts can 
run amuck, policy meanings expanded 
or contracted, and where too stringent 
application would restrict protection the 
contract holder should receive. 

Weight of recent court decisions, he 
said, clearly refuses to let the insurer 
evade liability for judgments recovered 
upon allegations of wilful and wanton 
conduct. What acts arising out of ac- 
tual operation or driving are insured 
under the standard policy? he asked. 
Different results have been obtained 
upon different factual situations, but 
with three or four exceptions, the result 
seems to be well grounded in logic. In 
determining whether recovery shall be 
denied or allowed, several different tests 
have been evolved—inherent nature of 
the risk, reasonable territorial limits, 
and causing a condition rather than the 
injury itself. 
Attempts to Broaden 

In recent years attorneys have been 
trying more and more to broaden the 
policy coverage, to stretch it to cover 
situations far removed from actual own- 
ership, maintenance and use, he said, 
but most courts have not been hum- 
bugged into accepting abnormal exten- 
sions. There has not been a tendency 
to relax policy limits except, perhaps, 
where they should have been relaxed, 
Mr. Appleman said. Public policy de- 
mands liberal interpretation of contracts 
where the insured has not aided in pro- 
ducing the injury by provoking the act. 

J. L. Cleary, Grand Island, said in 
application of the doctrine of res ipsa 
loquitur insurance companies have fared 
better at the hands of Nebraska courts 
than in other jurisdictions. Much con- 
fusion prevails among courts, he said, 
in application of the doctrine, some say- 
ing it is strictly evidentiary, others that 
it raises an inference of negligence and 
others, presumption only. Courts gen- 
erally agree that if specific acts of neg- 
ligence are charged the plaintiff cannot 
avail himself of the doctrine. 
Discuss Federal Statute 

W. I. Aitken, Lincoln, said insurance 
companies will find the federal declara- 
tory judgment law affords an increas- 
ingly effective method of lessening liti- 
gation and its costs.

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION 





Would Boost 
Indiana Benefits 


Amendments to the Indiana compen- 
sation law sharply increasing the bene- 
fits, providing for an insolvent carrier 
guarantee fund, and making compensa- 
tion insurance mandatory for employers 
is contained in a bill being introduced 
in the state senate by Bedwell of Sulli- 
van. The bill contains a recommenda- 
tion of a special committee authorized 
by the 1937 legislature to study the 
compensation law and the proposal for 
a state compensation fund. 

The committee did not recommend 
the creation of a state fund. The bill 
requires all employers to come under 
the act except employers of railroad 
workers who are under the federal em- 
ployers liability act and of farm and 
domestic workers. 

The new weekly benefits would range 
from $12.10 to $24.75. The present 
scale ranges from $8.80 to $16.50, Maxi- 
mum benefits would be increased to $12,- 
375 from $5,000. 

The proposal for a guarantee fund 
is similar to that which is in effect in 
New York and three or four other 
states. There would be a stock fund 
and a mutual fund. Each carrier would 
contribute 1 percent of premium income 
to the fund. Earl Heffner, a member 
of the industrial board, estimated that 
the contributions to the fund would 
amount to about $200,000 annually. The 
fund would also be used to make addi- 
tional payments to minor dependents. In 
addition to the 1 percent levy on premi- 
um income, there would be 25 percent 
contribution from companies in no de- 
pendency and second marriage disquali- 
fication cases. 

Under the bill criminal prosecutions of 
errant employers would become the re- 
sponsibility of the attorney general 
rather than the Marion county prosecu- 
tor. 

Another provision is that payments 
would be made for the first seven days 
of disability. At present there is a one 
week waiting period. The _ industrial 
board would fix attorney’s fees in all 
cases. There would be a penalty of 5 
percent of the average weekly wage 
upon employers who appeal cases to the 
industrial board. The appellate court 
would have power to double that pen- 
alty on appeal to the court. 

The bill provides for the employment 
of five accident inspectors by the in- 
dustrial board. 

Insurance men roughly estimate that 
if the bill goes through without change 
it would increase compensation costs in 
Indiana three-fold and would necessitate 
severe rate increases. Because of the 
high rates the demand for a state fund 
would certainly become keen 








F. Reynolds, general manager Minne- 
sota compensation rating bureau reports. 
There were 76 risks assigned against 
104 in the corresponding period of 1937. 
The only classification now having dif- 
ficulty in obtaining coverage is restau- 
rants. Governor Townsend in his mes- 
sage advocated more study before en- 
actment of a compensation state fund. 
He recommended the establishment of a 
compensation guarantee fund.

ST. PAUL—The Minnesota compen- 
sation insurance board has rejected the 
demand of W. H. O’Toole that it order 
insurance companies to refund $1,020,- 
754 to employers on their 1936-1937 
premiums. The board emphatically de- 
fended its rate making policy which 
O’Toole had criticized. Mr. O’Toole Nov. 
17 appeared before the board and at- 
tacked the methods used in determining 
the 1936-37 rates. In its ruling the 
board said O’Toole had failed to show 
that he represented any employer.

OKLAHOMA CITY—A three-mem- 
ber industrial commission to replace the 
present set-up is proposed for Oklahoma 
in senate bill 7. 





Big Virginia Case Is Postponed 


RICHMOND, VA.—Date for argu- 
ment on the question as to whether the 
temporary restraining order issued by 
Federal Judge Pollard at Richmond 
against enforcement of the Virginia 
countersignature law shall be converted 
into a permanent injunction has been 
postponed until March 20. The hear- 
ing was to have been held before a 
three-judge court at Richmond, Feb. 1. 
The postponement was requested by 
Attorney-general Staples. Plaintiffs in 
the action are the 34 companies, mem- 
bers of the Association of Casualty & 
Surety Executives, and three resident 
managers at Richmond. Mr. Staples, 
accempanied by A. D. Christian, counsel 
for the companies, went to Baltimore 
conferring on the question of postpone- 
ment with Judge Soper, who is one of 
the three jurists who will comprise the 
court.

U. S. Fidelity & Guaranty 
Gets Out a New Policy 


The United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty has gotten out the “guaranty 
monthly income accident policy.” The 
indemnity is on a monthly and not 
weekly basis. It is payable for 12 
months for total and continuous disa- 
bility from performing any duties of the 
assured’s occupation and after that 
without time limit so long as the policy- 
holder cannot work at any occupation. 
For $100 monthly indemnity the pre- 
mium for class A risk is $10. That is 
the minimum premium. Policies are 
issued to men from 18 to 64 years of 
age and on women from 18 to 59 years. 
Policies for men may be renewed to 
age 70 with no increase in premium. 
The special standard reimbursement 
rider can be added at the usual mini- 
mum of $500. Higher amounts may be 
issued with monthly indemnity over 
$100 in the proportion of $20 additional 
monthly indemnity for each $100 reim- 
bursement.

New Premium Rules 
for Fiduciary Bond 


The Towner Rating Bureau has made 
a change in the premium rules for fidu- 
ciary bonds which are not double the 
assets of the estate. The new rule pro- 
vides that the maximum premium for 
such bonds shall be what the premium 
would have been had the bond been 
double the assets. 

In some states, the court may require 
a bond with a penalty greater than the 
assets, but not double them. The old 
manual rule provided for a discount of 
20 percent if the bond was double the 
assets, but not otherwise. In some 
cases, accordingly, the fiduciary was 
charged a premium more than he would 
have paid had the bond been greater 
in penalty. Thus, if an $8,000 bond 
were required for an estate of $5,000, 
the premium would be $50, whereas if 
the bond had been for $10,000, the pre- 
mium, with the 20 percent discount, 
would have been only $48. The new 
rule obviates conditions such as this.

He urged instead impressing upon an 
uninsured person the plain facts of what 
it costs in money and time to investi- 
gate an accident or defend a lawsuit, 


even though he may not be at fault. To 
the man who hides behind statements 


that he is a careful driver or has never 
had an accident, Mr. Harper suggested 
asking him if he has ever driven on a 
trip as short as 50 miles without having 
at least one close shave or having seen 
the evidence of some other driver’s 
carelessness or misfortune. 

Establishing responsibility is difficult 
to do, no matter how innocent the 
driver may be, and many an uninsured 
driver has been held responsible for an 
accident simply because he did not have 
the training, assistance and funds to 
make an investigation and defense com- 
parable to that made by the organiza- 
tion of an insurance company. He cited 
several cases in which the various peo- 
ple involved were from different parts 
of the country, and urged his audience 
to remind their prospects that the num- 
ber of cars from distant states on every 
road makes it impossible for any one 
to be sure that accidents will involve 
only neighboring motorists. 


First Aid Item Important 


Mr. Harper also suggested making 
use of the coverage for immediate medi- 
cal or surgical first aid in sales talks. 
Many prospects do not know that the 
liability insurance policy will pay this 
expense regardless of who is at fault. 
There have been some cases in which 
“first aid” ran into a large amount of 
money, but even in the average case it 
is likely to be several times the amount 
of the premium. 

Several instances of the service ren- 
dered to motorists involved in accidents 
far away from home by means of their 
identification cards also were related by 
Mr. Harper. He maintained that a sin- 
gle concrete actual case, properly re- 
lated, will do more to present the value 
of automobile liability insurance to a 
prospect than talking about “release of 


attachment bonds,” “bail bonds,” etc. 
Indicating the number of prospects 
for automobile insurance, Mr. Harper 


pointed out that in Texas there were 
about 1,500,000 automobiles registered 
in 1936, yet 80 companies operating in 


the state reported insuring only 138,000 
of those cars—less than 10 percent. 
Throughout the United States, the best 
estimate is that less than 30 percent of 


the 30,000,000 automobiles are insured. 
At the outside, not more than half of 
the owners of the 20,000,000 uninsured

be reluctant to write them. 

Later, following the address of E. J. 
Gallagher, assistant Texas branch man- 
ager, Travelers, on compensation and 
retrospective rating, the conference 
adopted a resolution asking the Texas 


board to establish an expense constant | 
for smaller compensation risks and urg- 


ing the Texas Association to work to 
this end. Gallagher outlined the retro- 
spective rating plan for ee 


which went in effect in Texas Jan. It 
is similar to the plan drawn up by ~ 
National Council on Compensation In- 
surance and used in a number of states, 
except that, since the insurance board 
has sole jurisdiction over it, it neces- 
sarily applies in Texas only. The per- 
centages of the standard premium which 
indicate the maximum and minimum premi- 
ums at various levels are the same as 
used elsewhere and the loss conversion 


factor, by which actual incurred losses 
are multiplied to allow for claim ex- 
pense, is 1.2 

Among _ of the retrospec- 


tive rating plan pointed out by Mr. Gal- 
lagher are that it reflects experience di- 
rectly and immediately, without the 
gap induced by experience rating, avoids 
changes in loss ratios caused by changes 
in wage scales, and gives both the com- 
pany and the employer every incentive 
to reduce losses. From the agent’s 
viewpoint, the fact that the plan does 
not load a large risk with bad experi- 
ence of smaller ones provides an answer 
to self-insurance schemes and coopera- 
tive propositions, and thus should put 
business back into the hands of agents. 

\fter explaining details of the plan, 
Mr, Gallagher urged the agents to back 
the companies in their efforts to secure 
authorization of an expense constant for 


small risks. The stock companies, he 
maintained, are loaded down with un- 
profitable small risks, which are care- 


fully avoided by direct writing carriers, 
and this lowers the permissible 
ratio on large risks. If an expense con- 
stant were adopted, he maintained, the 
loss conversion factor could be reduced 
from 1.23 to 1.16 and permissible loss 
ratio on guaranteed cost insurance could 
be raised from 58:15 percent to 60.65 
percent, which would be an invaluable 
competitive help.

He talked 
on sale of blanket bonds—bankers, 
commercial and position, classifying the 
various types and calling attention to 
two newer forms, the primary commer- 
cial blanket and blanket position. 


“There is need for better understand- 
ing of dishonesty coverage by us agents 
and a knowledge of the forms best 
suited to our clients’ needs,” Mr. Bevan 
said. “There is no business today, no 
matter how smail, nor how small the 
town, that is not in need of dishonesty 
insurance, and remember the smaller 
the business, the less it can afford to 
stand an unbonded loss. There isn’t a 
business with three or more employes, 
that is not a prospect for the blanket 
coverage and with this field before us, 
we can well afford to spend some of 
our time in informing ourselves on 
blanket bonds.” 

“Some of us go out and try to sell 
a client a certain type of insurance. If 
he doesn’t buy, we may go back; maybe 
we don’t. But we’ve got to keep call- 
ing, because if we are easily turned 
away, we're going to meet discourage- 
ment.”

Suggestions Made for 
Agency Advertising 


The National Fire of Hartiord group 
has sent out through its advertising 


department a booklet to its agents urg- 
ing them to use more newspaper adver- 
tising to help re duce their selling cost. 
The booklet says, “The light that hides 
under a bushel attracts neither atten- 
tion, respect, esteem nor more business.” 

There is pointed out the obvious way 
to make new contacts and favorable 
impressions, saying that making calls and 


getting personal interviews are most 
vital. Adverttsing creates confidence 
and good will. It is an introducer. It 


helps break down sales resistance. The 
National Fire recommends agents using 
comparatively small space advertising 
in preferred positions regularly. It says 
furthermore: 

“This type of advertising should be 
in combination with large space 
advertising immediately following seri- 
ous fires, strikes, windstorm, spectacular 
robberies or burglaries pointing out to 
people how much less they would have 
insured.” 


Sees Value in New Form 


Vice-president J. K. Hooker of the 
Automobile and Standard Fire of Hart- 
ford, in commenting on the new form 
of builders risk coverage, sees an ad- 
vantage from the agent’s standpoint in 
the new builders risk completed value 
form which has been _ introduced 
throughout the ceuntry and has been 
approved by almost all jurisdictions. 
This is not mandatory since the old re- 
porting builders risk form is still avail- 
able. The dwelling builders risk can be 
insured by endorsing a straight fire pol- 
icy “with permission to complete.” Or, 
on the other hand, builders risk can be 
insured by taking out a straight policy 
for the initial value and then endorsing 


the contract as the work progresses 
Under the new form the monthly re- 
porting of values is eliminated. \s al 
ready announced, the rate has been ad- 
justed to 55 percent of the total cost of 
the completed construction. Mr. Hooker 
predicts that the completed value form 
will ultimately take the place of the re- 
porting builders risk form, especially 
on higher valued builders risks. He 
says the advantage of the new form to 
the contractor is that he will know the 
definite cost of his builders risk insur- 
ance in advance and this may assist him 
in making his bids. On larger projects 
lasting more than a year, Mr. Hooker 
Says, it is a question as to whether a 


reporting form will be more economical, 
it depending somewhat on whether the 
heavy values develop during the earlier 
or later years of the construction work.

Kansas Agents Are Told 
About Licensing Measure 


The Kansas Association of Insurance 
Agents has sent to members of the 
legislature a copy of its proposed 
agent’s qualification and licensing law 
giving a resume of the main points of 
the measure. It asks its own members 
to call on their legislators and explain 
the bill to them. The Kansas insur- 
ance department collects in fees and 
taxes about $1,2500,000 a year and all 
but about $40,000 goes to the general 
fund. 

The Kansas association says that from 
cases that have been brought to its at- 
tention it is convinced that there is a 
great deal more revenue from premium 
tax that should be paid into the state 
but it is not because of the fact that 
the policies are written and reported 
to sources outside of the state. There- 
fore, this loss to the state revenues, the 
association says, would not happen if 
the business were written as this bill 
provides through regular resident lo- 
cal agents. The bill seeks to raise the 
standard of agents, making it necessary 
that they have some preparation before 
they are licensed. 

The association seeks to have the in- 
surance written by resident local agents 
who are qualified. As it is now, Chair- 
man S. H. Reynolds of the legislative

Hail insurance men who have been 
studying closely the writings of the 
Federal Crop Insurance Corporation say 
that contrary to what had been ex- 
pected, by far the heaviest writings are 
in the best farming areas in the middle 
west such as eastern Kansas, eastern 
Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and_ Illinois. 
The crop insurance was really devised 
for the benefit of farmers in the dry 
regions where it may be said that crop 
failure almost the rule rather than 
the exception. However, the cost of 
the insurance in such regions was made 
so high that it apparently did not ap- 
peal to the farmers. Very little of it 
was written in those regions. The 
farmers in the good sections, however, 
apparently felt that the government was 
offering them something of a bargain 
They bought rather substantially. 

The hail people feel that no particu- 
larly social purpose is served under the

circumstances. The farmers in the 
good regions have practically no need 
for anything except hail insurance. They 
suffer a crop failure perhaps not more 
than once in 30 years.

Would Regulate Loss Notifications 


OKLAHOMA CITY—A bill has 
been introduced in the Oklahoma legis- 
lature making it mandatory for an in- 
surance company, on receiving notice 
of loss, to furnish the assured within 
20 days a printed blank form approved 
by the insurance commissioner for mak- 
ing proof of loss, with a written request 
for the making of the proof. If the 
company fails to furnish this blank 
within the required time, or fails to 
make the written request for proof, the 
bill provides that this shall constitute 
a waiver of formal proof of loss. The 
bill also provides that notice of loss to 
any general agent or any policy writing 





agent shall be considered notice to the 
company. 

The bill refers to fire, hail, lightning, 
tempest, theft, natural gas explosion and 
water damage losses.

Northwestern National 
Low Bidder on Omaha Bridge 


OMAHA — Northwestern National 
submitted the low bid for the insurance 
on the South Omaha bridge, which was 
constructed three years ago. The bid- 
ding was competitive and numerous 
companies and agencies made offerings. 
With an 80 percent coinsurance clause 
and a 1 percent deductible, Northwest- 
ern National, which has had the insur- 
ance for the past three years, quoted a 
rate of 14% cents. General of Seattle 
was the next lowest bidder with a quo- 
tation of 16 cents. The bridge is valued 
at $1,020,000. 

Covering the deductible portion, Gen- 
eral of Seattle offered a rate of 4% 
cents and Northwestern National 5 
cents. 

General of Seattle offered to accept 
a down payment of one-third of the 
premium and the balance in two equal 
annual instalments under a three year 











policy or one-quarter down and the bal- 
ance under four even annual instalments 


under a five-year policy. ; 
The Northwestern National bid was 
submitted jointly by the Olson, Sells 


and Hutcherson agencies. 

Other bids were submitted in behalf 
of Transportation of the Continental 
Casualty group, Pearl, Eureka Security, 


Pacific National, Globe & Rutgers and 
Hartford Fire whose lowest bid was 
$.1795. 


Merchants Seek Cut in War 
Risk Rate to South America 


Formal demand has been made by the 
Merchants Association of New York 
that the marine writing companies re- 
duce war risk rates to South America 
to one or two cents, instead of the pre- 
vailing rate of 5 cents. The demand 
was formulated at a meeting of the 
marine insurance committee of the as- 
sociation which was attended by a rep- 
resentative of the insurance interests. 
The committee voiced the opinion that 
the 5 cent rate, which was put into effect 
during the Czechoslovakian crisis, is 
higher than the risk to South America 
justifies. 

The insurance representative stated 
that the 5 cent charge was desirable be- 
cause it permitted the companies to 
build a reserve that might be sorely 
needed at a later date, in the event of 
war. The committee members, how- 
ever, contended that if the insurers 
would reduce the rate to one or two 
cents the demand for war risk coverage 
would increase with the result that a 
larger reserve would be created than if 
the companies held to the 5 cent rate 
and sold less insurance. 

The insurance representative said that 
he would present the shippers’ demands 
to the companies.

Agree on Statement 
on Lay Adjusters 








(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 17) 


(a) The companies or their represen- 
tatives will not advise the claimant as 
to his legal rights. 

(b) The companies and their repre- 
sentatives, including attorneys, will in- 
form the policyholder of the progress of 
any suit against the policyholder and its 
probable results. If any diversity of 
interest shall appear between the pol- 
icyholder and the company, the policy- 
holder shall be fully advised of the situ- 
ation and invited to retain his own 
counsel. Without limiting the general 
application of the foregoing, it is con- 
templated that this will be done in any 
case in which it appears probable that 
an amount in excess of the limit of the 
policy is involved, or in any case in 
which the company is defending under 
a reservation of rights, or in any case 
in which the prosecution of a counter- 
claim appears advantageous to the pol- 
icyholder. 

5. Under both classes of claims— 

(a) The companies will not deal di- 
rectly with any claimant represented by 
an attorney without the consent of the 
attorney. 

(b) The companies may properly 
interview any witnesses, or prospective 
witnesses, without the consent of oppos- 
ing counsel or party. In doing so, how- 
ever, the company representative will 
scrupulously avoid any suggestion cal- 
culcated to induce the witnesses to sup- 
press the truth or deviate from it, or in 
any degree affect their free or untram- 
meled conduct when appearing at the 
trial or on the witness stand. If any 
witness so requests, at the time of mak- 
ing any written statement, or within a 
reasonable time thereaftér, he will be 
given a copy of such statement. 


Retention of Counsel 


(c) The companies or their represen- 
tatives will not advise claimants to re- 
frain from seeking legal advice, or 
against the retention of counsel to pro- 
tect his interest. 

(d) The companies will respect the 
disabilities of minors and incompetents, 
and agree that no settlement of a cause 
of action of an infant or an incompetent 
shall be presented to a court for ap- 
proval, except under provision for an 
investigation of the property of the set- 
tlement either by the court or by coun- 
sel independent of the defendant. 

(e) The companies will not permit 
their employes—whether laymen or 
lawyers—to collect for agents or policy- 
holders claims or accounts in which the 
company has no interest. 

(f) The companies recognize that the 
canons of ethics of the American Bar 
Association apply to all branches of the 
legal profession, and that specialists in 
particular branches are not to be con- 
sidered as exempt from the application 
of those canons. 


Special Releases 


(g) Lay adjusters will only be per- 
mitted to fill in blanks of gps forms 
previously drafted by counsel, and they 
will be forbidden to draft special re- 
leases called for by the unusual circum- 
stances of any settlement. All such 
special releases shall be prepared by 
counsel, 

(h) The companies will undertake to 
be responsible for the conduct of their 
employes in observing and executing 
the foregoing principles, and will endea- 


vor to see that their representatives, 
other than employes, do likewise. 
6. The members of the conference 





committee on adjusters will report the 
above statement to their respective or- 
ganizations and recommend its adop- 
tion. 

7. The conference committee will 
continue to meet for the further consid- 
eration of the foregoing matters, and 
of the problems not dealt with in this 
statement, and the committee expresses 
the hope that all complaints of the con- 
duct of lawyers or insurance companies 
in connection with claims under insur- 
ance policies may be referred to the 
committee for its consideration. 

The conference committee on adjust- 
ers includes representatives of Ameri- 
can Mutual Alliance, Association of 
Casualty & Surety Executives, Interna- 
tional Claim Association, National 
Board, National Association Indepen- 
dent Insurance Adjusters. 

The conference committee was cre- 
ated last July at the convention of the 
American Bar Association in Cleveland 
and is intended to be a permanent com- 
mittee for the ironing out of disputes 
which may arise from time to time.

as a law list. This is objectionable to 
the adjusters. 

Secretary Moore of the adjusters as- 
sociation proposed a card index system 
as a directory. The roster of the mem- 
bership would be kept up to date at all 
times. The association, he said, does 
not want to be known as a listing, nor 
will it solicit members on that basis. 

M. J. Teignan, secretary of the bar 
association law list committee, warned 
Mr. Moore, in advance, that the com- 
mittee would not approve a law list 
which contains the names of both law- 
yers and laymen. Any listing that the 
adjusters association would put out 
would be considered a law list by the 
bar association, according to Teignan, if 
lawyers appeared on that list. 

At the hearing, members of the law 
list committee indicated there would be 
no objection to lawyers being listed in 
an adjusters exhibit if they did not ad- 
vertise as lawyers. The M. Best 
Company and Hine’s Law List submit- 
ted propositions to the adjusters asso- 
ciation. 


Farm Association 
Meeting in Chicago

Declining farm prices nearly always 


presage increasing farm losses, he ob- 
served. 
Mr. Parks expressed the belief that 


the member companies will be found to 
have made but little profit in 1938. The 
results of the year were discouraging 
because the companies had a taste of 
good fortune in 1937 and were in an 
optimistic mood. The association com- 
panies on the whole made an underwrit- 
ing profit during only two of the five 
years—1933 to 1937. Those years were 
1935 and 1937. 

Mr. Parks said that 1938 started out 
well. The conditions were satisfactory 
for six months in spite of the Illinois 
tornado March 30. After July 1 sev- 
eral central states suffered heavy wind- 
storms and in the fall there was a 
marked increase in fire claims. As grain 
prices were reduced, farm losses in- 
creased. The tornado loss ratio will 
probably be the heaviest in four years, 
he declared. 

On the bright side, he said, is the 
fact that the relationship of the com- 
panies with their local agents is ex- 
tremely cordial. The good feeling has 
been aided through the activity of the 
rural agents committee of the National 
Association of Insurance Agents, he de- 
clared. 

Agents know that insurers cannot 
operate without producing a profit and 
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that the producer must review the busi- 
ness that he writes carefully so as to 
avoid over-insurance. 

Although individual agencies have 
capitalized to the utmost on the greatly 
liberalized farm coverage that was pro- 
vided by stock companies last spring, 
Mr. Parks said that the rank and file 
of the field force has not fully grasped 
the opportunity at hand. He pointea 
out that whenever an agent rewrites an 
outstanding policy, he has thrown his 
competitor off the expiration trail and 
has given the farmer the most liberal 
policy that has ever been offered. The 
surface has scarcely been scratched, he 
said, in selling the new extended cover- 
age and unearned premium endorse- 
ment. There should be a greatly in- 
creased sale of unearned premium pro- 
tection when the new flat rates are pro- 
mulgated, he declared. 


Study California Plan 


Mr. Parks suggested that the associa- 
tion might consider carefully the Cali- 
fornia plan as relating to the so-called 
preferred risks. He said the loss ratio 
in California is understood to have been 
very satisfactory. 

Perhaps, according to Mr. Parks, the 
companies should go further in promot- 
ing farm fire prevention by enlarging 
the credits when justifiable for properly 
installed lightning rods, spark arresters, 
etc., and attaching penalty charges for 
hazards known to be responsible for 
major losses, especially on dwellings 
and contents. 

An elaborate rate set-up is not prac- 
ticable in farm business but the scope 
of the rate system could be enlarged, he 
said, without unduly clogging the ma 
chinery. 

Rural fire departments, where exist- 
ent, are doing magnificent work, he 
said. Many of the volunteers are lead- 
ing business men in their local com- 
munities. He said that through the 
rating definition, the companies unwit- 
tingly have prevented some of these de- 
partments from being listed as “ap- 
proved.” Steps are now being taken to 
remove these obstacles. He declared 
that no petty requirements should be 
insisted upon unless they are vital to 
the successful fighting of rural fires. 

For advertising purposes, he said, the 
stock companies should consider getting 
up liability figures by states. He did 
not say so, but apparently he has in 
mind getting up statistics that will over- 
shadow the figures that are produced by 
local farm mutuals. The latter type of 
concern speaks of liability figures rather 
than premiums, as the liability figures 
amount to rather staggering sums. 


Palmer Agrees to 
Board Rules

cent. Full supervising agents where a 
majority of the business is from broker- 
age or suburban agency sources 12% 
percent. The balance of metropolitan 
agents not qualified as full supervising 
offices 10 percent.” 

The new plan eliminates existing re- 

strictions with respect to location of 
offices and rights of transaction of busi- 
ness. In other words, the class 1 agent 
can be located anywhere in the city 
instead of merely in the downtown dis- 
trict. The new plan recognizes all of 
Cook county as one territory for the 
uniform application of rules and regula- 
tions governing commission and broker- 
age. 
That is all the information that is offi- 
cially released by the Chicago Board. 
It is understood, in addition, that the 
new rules provide that fire companies 
may not have more than three class 1 
agents in Chicago hereafter. The pres- 
ent quota is four. The companies would 
be given one year to limit their repre- 
sentation to three. 

These rules are quite different from 
those that were tentatively agreed upon 





by the special committee sometime ago. 
Originally, the committee favored abol- 
ishing the distinction between class 2 or 
suburban agents and class 3 or brokers. 
Class 2 agents are continued under the 
rules that have now been announced 
and those class 2 agents that write their 
own policies will get 5 percent more 
commission than brokers and nonpolicy 
writing class 2 agents. 

Tentatively, the special committee 
favored requiring as a condition of class 
1 membership that the agent get more 
than 50 percent of his business from 
brokerage sources. The final rules, how- 
ever, provide for giving 12% percent 
overriding commission to those class 1 
agents who get a majority of their busi- 
ness from brokerage sources as com- 
pared with 10 percent for those that get 
a majority of their business direct. 


Realtors’ Comment 


In recent issues the “Chicago Real 
Estate News,” publication of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board, has devoted 
some space to the commission situation. 
In general the publication expresses hos- 
tility to any move to reduce commis- 
sions. Mention is made in several places 
that the lower house of the Illinois 
legislature now contains a Republican 
majority. The point that the publication 
makes out of this is that Insurance Di- 
rector Palmer of Illinois is likely to 
meet resistance if he should go to the 
legislature for authority to regulate 
commissions. Should Mr. Palmer seek 
to force commission reduction, accord- 
ing to this publication, he would have 
the producing forces of the state solidly 
opposed to any such move. 

The insurance committee of the Real 
Estate Board has been watching the 
situation closely. James W. McNich- 
ols is chairman. In addition there is a 
group consisting of three representatives 
of each of the outlying real estate 
groups in the city. Those representa- 
tives have met. Mr. McNichols and a 
committee of four others visited Com- 
missioner Palmer recently to go over 
the situation with him. 


Advanced a Theory 


The real estate magazine also pub- 
lished the somewhat fantastic theory 
that the acquisition costs are excessively 
high in Chicago, principally because of 
the expensive leases of companies and 
class 1 agents in the downtown area. 
The statement is made that Mr. Palmer 
has no more authority to break the real 
estate leases that the companies have 
than he has to break the agency con- 
tracts of companies. 

Much interest is taken in the under- 
taking to make the Chicago Board 
agreement applicable to so called sub- 
scribing members of the Board as well 
as full fledged members. In particular 
the attention is focused on the situa- 
tion of Northwestern National of Mil- 
waukee. This is a non-board institu- 
tion which became a subscribing mem- 
ber with passage of the Illinois insur- 
ance code. Over the years it has built 
a very large business in Chicago, pay- 
ing commissions higher than the board 
scale and having relations with a large 
number of small producers. There are 
two or three other stock fire companies 
that are merely subscribing members 
and pay higher commissions but the 
real interest is in Northwestern Na- 
tional.

but in view of the inspection system of 
fire insurance underwriters, it is not in 
the least likely when values running 
into considerable money are involved. 
“We believe two things should be 
dope: (1) The function of the account- 
ant with regard to the insurance position 
of the firm whose statement he is pre- 
paring should be definitely determined. 
This function, in our view, includes such 
details as the checking of fire insurance 








policies against inventory and real es- 
tate values, the checking up of fidelity 
bonds and liability policies, and the gen- 
eral listing of all policies along stand- 
ardized lines to be agreed upon. (2) 
Since the accountant’s work in this con- 
nection must definitely stop short of an 
actual detailed insurance survey, the ad- 
visability of requiring that such a sur- 
vey by a qualified insurance expert be 
furnished in the case of all corporations 
whose securities are offered for sale to 
the general public be most carefully 
studied.”

the Rochester and Syracuse offices than 
in Albany. On the other hand the num- 
ber of endorsements clearing the three 
stamping offices increased from 502,558 
in 1937 to 516,407 last year. This large 
increase in endorsements is attributed 
largely to extension of policy terms by 
using unearned premiums, and because 
of extended coverage endorsements. 

During the past month or two a sur- 
vey has been made by Manager Daw 
among the agents in upper New York 
State to determine how many are sell- 
ing extended coverage in connection 
with their fire policies. The average pre- 
miums from this coverage in that terri- 
tory is about $23,000 per month, but Mr. 
Daw pointed out that this is not all 
new business to the companies inas- 
much as some of it was formerly writ- 
ten under windstorm policies. 


Should Sell More Extended Cover 


According to information gleaned from 
the survey there are still a large num- 
ber of agents who have made little at- 
tempt so far to sell the extended cover- 
age, and it was stressed that the 
companies and field men should make 
every effort to point out to their agents 
the potential premium volume in this 
coverage, as well as the sound protection 
offered to assured. 

Leon Howell, Home, reported on the 
activities of the farm committee. Very 
few changes of note have been made 
since the summer meeting. 

A resolution on the death of J. M. 
Daggett was read, he at one time being 
associated with the New York Under- 
writers’, the Royal and, at the time of 
his death, was vice-president of the Rose 
& Kiernan agency in Albany. 


Field Men and Rates 


In his address President Summers 
pointed out that the field men have lit- 
tle opportunity of having any voice in 
rate or rule changes, especially in view 
of the fact that they meet only twice a 
year. Even members of the executive 
committe, who meet every two months, 
are often unaware of changes until 
agents have been notified. Mr. Summers 
recommended that some program be 
worked out whereby the members of the 
Underwriters’ Association would get to- 
gether more than twice a year. 


“Old Asscciation” Meeting 


After newly-elected President Forbes 
adjourned the Underwriters’ Association 
meeting, a meeting of the “Old Asso- 
ciation” convened immediately. The “Old 
Association” is the predecessor of the 
present one. Its history is replete with 
what today are nothing more than fond 
memories on the part of its older mem- 
bers, although its membership automat- 
ically consists of every member of the 
new organization by which it has been 
replaced. 

During the past ten or twelve years 
the “Old Association” has been in a 
dormant state, but it was voted today 
to bring it back to life and give it new 
cause to continue. 

The “Old Association” elected officers 
for the first time since 1930. G. F. 
Krank, Hanover, of Albany, was elected 
president; S. W. Ross, Aetna Fire, of 
Rochester, who for years has served as 
secretary and treasurer, was elevated to 





the vice-presidency. 
tional Liberty, of Rochester, former 
chairman of the executive committee, 
was elected secretary and treasurer. 

Edward R. Pond, National Union, of 
Albany, was elected chairman of the 
executive committee, while the other

to cover the property against loss or 
damage from that portion of all risk 
insurance which may be endorsed on the 
standard fire policy and a separate policy 
for the remainder of the all risk cov- 
erage while in their premises, a trans- 
portation policy to cover while in trans- 
portation to and from their premises 
and the premises of the people to whom 
the paintings may be loaned, and indi- 
vidual fire policies with endorsements 
and other policies covering the paintings 
at place of exhibition, then the art gal- 
lery probably could get almost complete 
coverage except there would alwavs be 
the question of when the coverage of 
one policy ended and coverage of the 
other began. 

The fine arts policy was originated by 
the marine underwriters, according to 
Northwestern National, because it sup- 
plied complete and adequate insurance, 
basing the premium on the actual haz- 
ard assumed from time to time by the 
underwriters. j 

By and large, the sympathies of the 
onlookers are divided. The dyed-in-the- 
wool fire insurance men were delighted 
at the decision of Judge Reis of the 
lower court while most of the marine 
people seem to desire a sweeping de- 
cision of the supreme court in favor of 
Northwestern National.

a claim to commissioners contested by 
the insurance department. Pearl’s claim 
of $269,143 was cut to $175,164. National 
Fire & Marine’s claim, also for reinsur- 
ance, was cut from $32,283 to $20,093. 

Loss claims, according to the report 
of commissioners, total about $600,000. 
but liquid assets of the reciprocal, it is 
said, run to $1,800,000. Apparently 
there will be plenty of money to meet 
claims. , 

Since attorneys for intervenors, claim- 
ants and others interested were present 
when Judge Southern handed down his 
decree, it is considered likely that the 
dissolution plan outlined in this order 
will go through, aside, of course, from 
contesting of individual claims, which 
follows a regular procedure.

Farm Mutuals Have 
Several Projects

He implored more companies to join. 
Under this plan, each participating com- 
pany insures against the necessity of 
making an assessment upon members 
in excess of its own base rate. The 
participating companies are then able to 
say to prospects that they offer some 
limitation of the assessment liability. 
The base rate is the average assessment 
cost for the past five years. The farmer 
is told that his insurance premium can- 
not exceed that average plus whatever 
the reinsurance cost may be. Mr. Mech- 
erle estimated that the costs of the re- 
insurance will average about 3 cents a 
hundred per year. 

C. W. Glover of the American Mutual 
Alliance, Chicago, in his address, de- 
clared that the uniform windstorm pol- 
icy for farm mutuals is practically com- 
pleted. It is, he said, based very 
largely on the fire policy and except for 
small details of wording, the articles and 
by law provisions are the same. 


Mortgagee’s Position Justified 


The majority of the Illinois farm mu- 
tuals, he said, have already adopted the 
uniform fire policy. The federal land 
banks and mortgagees are perfectly jus- 
tified in demanding that the farm mu- 
tuals use a uniform contract, he said. 
These mortgagees may be perfectly 
satisfied as to the honest intentions of 
the insurer but they do not want to be 
forced to read every letter of the policy 
and seek to understand separately every 
policy that may be issued when the 
provisions are ambiguous and require- 
ments not clear. 

Some amusing situations developed 
during a question and answer period. 
For instance, H. P. Hostetter of Mount 
Carroll Mutual Fire who was conduct- 
ing the period, was asked whether the 
company was liable for lightning loss 
to radio. 

One of the members answered: “We 
paid for more radios, I think 99 out of 
100 weren’t struck by lightning but 
they were all struck by lightning after 
they quit plaving. We finally quit pay- 
ing for the radios.” i 


Voted Out at Meeting

In a later point one of the- members 
said that the mutuals are encountering 
much difficulty because of the refusal 
of building and loan associations in 
Illinois to accept mutual insurance.

National Mutual Association and the 
Farm Security Administration. The 
National Mutual Association, according 


to the resolution, was on Oct. 20, 1936, 
given an absolute monopoly for insur- 
ing certain properties under control of 
the Farm Security Administration. The 
resolution denounces the provision of 
the contract whereunder all insurance 
must equal or exceed 100 percent of the 
actual value of the property and that 
a building that is destroyed must be 
replaced with new material of like kind 
and nature or replaced with a more 
modern type of building at the option 
of the insured under the approval of 
Farm Security Administration. 


More Than Fair Cash Value~ 


“This striking illustration of the de- 
sire of the Farm Security Administra- 
tion,” the resolution declared, “to require 
insurance companies to insure buildings 
for more than their fair cash value under 
an agreement to replace more modern 





and desirable buildings at the cost of 
other policyholders of such company is 
such a striking and glaring violation 
of the fundamental principles of insur- 
ance that this association does not be- 
lieve it should pass unchallenged.” 

Because of the existence of this 
agreement, local mutual companies are 
frozen out, the resolution states. More- 
over the resolution contends that many 
of the requirements violate state laws. 

The resolution asserts that other gov- 
ernmental agencies have required local 
companies to insure properties for more 
than the actual cash value. Members 
of the Kentucky association were urged 
to take the matter up with the Ken- 
tucky representatives in Congress. 

After some discussion the matter was 
left to the executive committee of the 
Illinois association. 


VALGREN URGES CAUTION 


Farm Credit Administration Expert 
Makes Recommendations to Farm 
Mutuals 








WASHINGTON — Farm mutual 
companies have made progress during 
the year in improving their practices, 
but about two-thirds of them continue 
the dangerous practice of putting premi- 
ums or assessments on a “one rate to all 


risks” basis, it is declared by V. N. Val- 
gren, specialist in insurance for the 


Farm Credit Administration. 

The progress was largely toward the 
adoption of standard policies and meth- 
ods of operation, with a trend away 
from the old plan of postponing assess- 
ments until fire losses have been in- 
curred in favor of plans of advance as- 
sessments and the building of reason- 
able reserves, he explained. 

The Farm Credit Administration, Mr. 
Valgren said, is making a study of 
methods whereby it can aid them in 
overcoming the problem of changing to 
a classified rate basis. The administra- 
tion also is compiling information on 
farm mutual reinsurance methods and 
facilities. 

Had all the companies used the classi- 
fied rate basis, he declared, farm prop- 
erty owners would have been encour- 
aged to make improvements to lessen 
fire hazards. 

The farm mutuals are using reinsur- 
ance facilities more generally than in 
the past, he said, but there are still 
many who attempt to carry liabilities on 
individual risks that are unduly large in 
relation to their total volume of risks, 
thus exposing themselves to heavier 
losses from single fires than they can 
conveniently and safely handle. Valgren 
estimates that about 3,000,000 farmers 
are members of the some 1,900 mutuals 
that are operating. 


Pittsburgh Insurance Day 


The Pittsburgh Insurance Club 
through President Wallace Reid has an- 
nounced its program for Pittsburgh In- 
surance Day, Feb. 13. At 10:30 a. m. 
there will be a three group round ta- 
ble discussion on accident and health, 
casualty and claims. The luncheon will 
be under the auspices of the Pittsburgh 
Agents Association. At 2:15 p. m. there 
will be three round table discussions on 
fire and marine, surety and casualty, en- 
gineers. At 5:45 p. m. will be the 
reception for visiting executives fol- 
lowed by a banquet. 


Heads State Senate Committee 


Gov. Frank D. Fitzgerald of Michigan 
has appointed Senator J. T. Hammond 
of Benton Harbor as chairman of the 
senate insurance committee. Only two 
1937 members were renamed to the com- 
mittee. 


Propose Compulsory Automobile 


DES MOINES, IA.—It was reported 
that a group of lawyers are backing a 
measure to be introduced in the legis- 
lature calling for compulsory liability 
insurance for all automobile drivers. Un- 
derwriters here term the proposed legis- 
lation as undesirable. 








Rumor Olson May Issue 
Goodcell Commission 








REX B. GOODCELL 


Whether or not Rex B. Goodcell will 
be issued his commission, despite the 
fact that the California senate reaffirmed 
his appointment as insurance commis- 
sioner by former Governor F. F. Mer- 
riam, is still a matter of conjecture. 

It has been reported that since the 
senate has given way to Governor Olson 
on other appointments the commission 
may be issued. Mr. Goodcell has con- 
ferred with the Governor since the lat- 
ter’s attacks on the legality of the ap- 
pointment. 

Governor Olson a that the sen- 
ate confirmation was only for the unex- 
pired portion of Samuel L. Carpenter’s 
term, which was from July 15, 1938 to 
April 4, 1939. He contends that any 
attempt to extend the appointment to 
four years from Jan. 2 (the day the sen- 
ate convened) is illegal. 

On the other hand, attorneys point 
out that with the conv ening of the new 
senate just prior to his retirement, Gov- 
ernor Merriam had the right to make 
the full term appointment as of the day 
the senate convened. 

A well known attorney, who has long 
been identified with insurance law, sup- 
ports Governor Olson’s contention, 
being of the opinion that the annoint- 
ment did not put Mr. Goodcell into 
office until his commission had been 
issued. and that—basing his opinion on 
the only case carried to the courts—it 
is unlikely that the Governor can be 
compelled to issue the commission. 


Another View Expressed 


Attorneys disagreeing with this view 
sav that as far as the insurance com- 
missioner is concerned the law does not 
definitely set the date for the start and 
ending of his term of office—that it be- 
comes effective the day he is confirmed 
and continues for four years from that 
date. 

This accounts for Mr. Carpenter’s ex- 
piration date being April 4. as he was 
not confirmed bv the 1935 senate till 
then—three months after the body actu- 
allv convened. 

Renorts from Sacramento, where. the 
legislature is in session. indicate that the 
insurance business will probably have 
its hands full this year defending itself 
and its policvholders from socialization 
schemes. However, it is expected that 
the senate, which démonstrated its con- 
servative attitude with the confirmation 


of Mr. Goodcell’s appointment, will 
move slowly when considering “too 
liberal” ‘measures. 


According to all outward appearances, 
the insurance department, the insurance 
districts of the state, and the insurance 
fraternitv are not exhibiting too much 
concern about the immediate future of 
the insurance business in California. 





Many Questions Arise Under 
New Outbuilding Provision 


The Western Loss Association re- 
cently appointed a committee to study 
the various questions that are posed by 
local agents and others regarding ap- 
plication of the new dwelling form 
under which 5 percent of the amount 
of the insurance is applicable to out 
buildings. This form has been intro- 
duced in most of the middle western 
states. A surprisingly large number of 
questions has developed and the mem- 
bers of the association are referring all 
inquiries to the committee. 

One question, for instance, is whether 
the amount of the coverage available 
for the dwelling itself is reduced 5 
percent by reason of the out building 
provision. The answer to that one is 
that the full amount of the insurance is 
applicable to the dwelling. 

Another question is in respect of the 
application of the coinsurance clause. 
This is applicable only in Cook County, 
Ill., where credit is given for 80 percent 
coinsurance in the dwelling class. The 
question is whether in view of the out 
building provision, the assured must 
carry insurance in the amount of 80 
percent of the value of the dwelling 
and out buildings. 

Still another question is whether serv- 
ants’ quarters on an estate are to be 
regarded as out buildings. 


Several Hail Meetings Scheduled 


The annual meeting of the Canadiz: 
Hail Underwriters Association is bei 
held in Winnipeg, Jan. 17. The Cana- 
dian experience was unsatisfactory dur- 
ing the past season. The loss ratio is 
about 65. 

The Eastern Hail Underwriters As- 
sociation will meet in Hartford Jan. 
27. This is a small informal organiza- 
tion, as Hartford Fire and the Rain & 
Hail Bureau are the only companies that 
are interested in hail insurance in the 
east. The experience was good during 
the past season. Volume amounts to 
about $250,000. 

The meetings for adjusters that have 
been held in the past years but were 
omitted during 1938, will be held be- 
ginning late in February. The first will 
be in Dallas Feb. 28-March 1. Then 
there will be a meeting in Wichita, 
March 4-5; Omaha, March 8-9. Later 
meetings will be held in Minneapolis 
and Great Falls, Mont. At each meet- 
ing a different hail writing executive 
will preside.
